Originally  founded  as  a  trading  post 
because  of  its  natural  portage, 
Chicago  got  its  name  from  the  In- 
dian word  'chicagou',  which  means 
"strong"  or  "powerful." 
Chicago  is  also  the  site  of  Fort 
Dearborn,  built  in  1803,  but 
destroyed  during  an  Indian 
massacre  in  the  War  of  1812.  From 
the  end  of  the  war  until  1871,  the 
city  grew  in  leaps  and  bounds.  In 
that  year  the  Great  Chicago  Fire 
broke  out,  raging  out  of  control  for 
three  days  and  destroying  almost 
all  of  the  buildings.  Within  a  few 
years  Chicago  returned  to  the 
economic  life  of  the  nation,  rebuilt 
and  stronger  than  ever. 

A  landmark  in  Chicago's  develop- 
ment was  the  hosting  of  the  1893 
World's  Fair,  commemorating  the 
400th  anniversary  of  Columbus' 
discovery  of  America. 


Today,  Chicago  offers  a  variety  of 
educational,  cultural,  and  recrea- 
tional opportunities.  Chicago  has  a 
number  of  colleges,  universities, 
museums,  theatres,  and  zoos. 
Chicago's  business  district  has  such 
attractions  as  the  Sears  Tower,  the
